A light snow which set in shortly 


.after daybreak was still falling as the 
hour of the funeral approached. 
Visitors Jwere impressed with the 
hush that fell over the town as the 
:hour for the services approached arid 
the general air of sorrow on the coun- 
tenances of the citizens. School chil- 
dren, dismissed for the day, assembled 
in the streets and talked in subdued 
•whispers. The droning of the motors 
of army airplanes that hovered over 
the Roosevelt mansion seemed to ac- 
centuate the stillness.. Business was 
virtually suspended.

flag; 
dropped at half staff.

From Somewhere in Luxemburg 


Private Noble B. "Swartz, wrote hie 


mother Mrs. Anna Swartz on Novem- 
ber 24th, that he was in* the army of 
occupation 
and 
hiking to the Rhine. 
They were given a talk by their colonel 
telling them that he was proud of them 
and that it was an honor to be chosen 
by General Pershing to helpj enforce 
the terms of the armistice. 
The letter 
reads: 
"Well, this is Sunday and we have 
traveled ahead of our schedule so we 
are laying over awhile to let the Ger- 
mans get farther ahead. The division 
that we were with at the time peace 
was declared was the 32nd and was 
one of those selected by General Per- 
shing to follow the Dutch into Ger- 
many. So that is what we are doing. 


"The colonel gave us a talk the other 
day telling us of the honor it would be 
and that he was proud of the regiment 
and he knew no one deserved the honor 
any more than we did. 
"We have been hiking ever since the 
Germans started to move on and pretty 
close behind them, for where we are 
now we are stopping for 4 or 5 days to 
give them time to get out. • 
"The people 
in this province are 


German but neutral during the war 
and~we were greeted here as warmly 
as we were when we first came into 
France. 
"Evcrything wa buy is scarce and 


high. 
"From what the higher officers. say, 
the troops that go into Germany" will 
be the first home. Of course we are 
all hoping so along with them."

"New

"George M. Fenberg, Mgr. Auditorium, 
Xewark. Ohio. 
"Dear George:—I am writing you 


this to inform you of the new trans- 
portation order .which handicaps one 
night shows, and" as you are one of 
our real live ones," think perhaps you 
might have, some pull with someone 
down in Washington that might help 
create a public opinion that would re- 
sult in the new measure being repealed. 


"The 
railroad administration 
has 
issued a new ruling starting January 
1st. where 50 railroad tickets are nec- 
essary to secure baggage cars free. 


"You 
know heretofore 25 tickets se- 
cured a car. but now the minimum 
jump must equal 50. The new order 
does not mean that every theatrical 
company must purchase 50 tickets. 
That is the minimum for a free car. 
But the regulation calls for the pur- 
chase of 10 full fares in excess of the 
number of passengers in the company, 
except where the company 
numbers 
more than 40. 
"Thus, if a company of ten persons 
travels with a car, 20 fares must be 
purchased. 
If there are 25 members 


or any number up to 40. then 10 addi- 
tional fares also must -be obtained to 
secure a car. If there are over 40 
then the extra fares to be purchased 
is the difference between the number 
carried and 50 (i. e.. if the company 
carries 43 persons, seven extra tickets 
must be purchased.) These regulations 
obtain only one car. Where a com- 
pany of 40 persons carries two cars 
an extra 10 Otres must be obtained for 
the second car. or in other words. 20 
additional fares.
